the guest of the nation. 

The state department will be repre- 
sented by W. W. Rockhill, flrnt assist- 
ant secretary of state. General Rujjcr 
will attend the viceroy during his so- 
journ in tliig country und be in char^re 
of all arranKenients pertaining to his 
visit. The president of tlie United 
States, who is to be in the city as the 
gue«t of ex-Secretary of the Navy Wil- 
liam C. Whitney, will receive the spe- 
cial ambassador at the hittc^r's residence 
on the following day, the gecretary of 
the treasury, the secretary of war and 

Cossibly other members of his cabinet 
eing present. 

On Sunday a visit will be made to 
General Grant's tmiib at Kiver.>>ide. 
Monday will be spent in a trip to tlie 
military academy at West Point by the 
United States steamship Dolphin and u 
sail luidi r the Brooklyn bridge antl up 
the Kast river. Tuesday the party will 
be eiiti-i taiiied at luncheon by represent- 
ative busiuosH men of New York, and 
later in the day an opportunity will be 
given the Chinese residents of the city 
to meet the Earl hf anMlgemillt With 
the Chinese consul. 

Wednesday will be occupied by a visit 
to Brooklyn on the invitation of the 
mayor of that city, and in the evening 
the viceroy will be tendered a review by 
the Seventh regiment in its armory.

ployed by the company since it locked 
out the American tiint glass worker.-^' 
union members, three years a^o, that 
their services would not likely be need- 
ed again, and in the absenoe of definite 
assurance of future employment, the 
men were advised to take wOlk else- 
where if they can find it. 

This may mean the beginning of the 
end of one of the greatest industrial 
Conflicts ever fought in this Cijuntry and 
it 18 probable that the factories of the 
company thruugboat the country will 
be open again to union workmen ami 
the long lockout terminated. This will 
be only possible, however, in the event 
that the company restores the wage rate 
and working couditious in force prior to 
July, 1893. 

The notice of dismisaal was wholly 
unexpected by the nonunion men and 
has greatly angered them. The ma- 
jority of the employes were brought 
from points outside of Pittsburg and 
they are in poor shape to stand a MSS of 
work for any length of time.

Indi \N.\roi,is, Aug. '.."J. F t 10 days 
a great crowd has collected on the post- 
Ofloe corner discussing the financial 
qaSStiOB of the present campaign The 
disotission frequently lasted until mid- 
night, and as fast as on(> speaker wear* 
ied another filled the gap. The police 
made numerous and futile eflf'jrts to 
scatter the disputants and finally made 
several arrests. 

Twice the cases came before Judge 
Cox of the city court, and the last time 
with much impiUience he discharged 
the defendants, hcdding there was no 
decision by any court, high or low. 
where it is held that a man violates thn 
law by discussing political topics iu the 
street. 

"On the contrary," continued the 
court, "all of tiie decisions are the other 
way. The right of free sp eech is fun- 
damental in our constitution and must 
not be denied. No police force can stop 
it. It is the right of American citiseus. 
This is the time when perplexing ques- 
tions are pnuling the people. They are 
questions of vital importance to the 
common people. It is only by ample 
discossion of the questions to confront 
them that they can learu properly to 
exercise their right of franchise. They 
hare the right to discuss these questions 
and the oonrt will protect them." 

The court also criticized the policy of 
the police in interfering with theso 
street corner talks by using the ordi 
nance against sidewalk obstruction as 
an engine of oppression. He warned 
the officers that farther arrests would 
be useless as the defendants would not 
be punished. 

The financial debates are still being 
held. 



CUT TO PIECES AND PICKLED. 



Terribla Fate of m White .Mau Whu Had 
Takm Vp Wecro Quarter*. 

FBioiRicxiBino, Ya., Aug. 23.— 
Dallas Bmoe, a white man of Caroline 
coimty, who lives some 26 miles from 
here, attended the recant Confederate 

reunion in Richmond and then disap- 
peared. His absence caused comment, 
but for some time no search was made 
for him, though be was known to have 
had 1400 in his possession at the time. 
He was separated from his wife and 
had been living with a negro woman iu 
the neighborhood. 

A few days ago a search for him was 
begun by lus friends which resulted on 
Wednesday in finding his body cut into 
pieces and packed in several picklu bar- 
rels at the house of his negro mistress. 
Eacli portion of the body had been put 
in the bottom of a barrel and carefully 
covered with pickles and then strong 
brine poured over the wliole. There 
was no trouble in identifying tha body. 

A Saloonkeeper Hued. 
Go.'iHEN, Ind., Aug. 22.— Irene V. Van 
Tafsell, widow of the late Richard Van 
TasseU, haa brought suit against August 
Fansoh, saloonkeeper, claiming $10,000 
damages. She alleges that her husband 
was a idnd and f aiuful husband while 
sober, earning a good living. In May 
last, as further alleged, tha defendant 
sold him intoxicants of which he drank 
to excess and became involTed in a 
brawl in nrasch's saloon, which ended 
in Van Tassell being shot to death by 
thedty m arshal.

The execution was witnessed by 
3,000 people and one man broke his leg 
by falling from a wall. Graham's 
crime was the brutal killing of an old 
man on Mard i-Gras day.

Bsports Have lacrseisd aad Inperts Da- 
ereaeed— Kapld Movemeat of Orala Ha* 

Tt-ndcil to Aid the Banking Syndicate In 
Regulating Forelga Rxehango- Steel 
Balls Ver ifavaa— Review «r Trade. 

New York. Aug. 2'?. — R. (i. Dun &■ 
Comiiany's weekly review cif trade says: 
Political events of the week had no 
delinite influence upon business pros- 
pects for the phenomenal variations in 
sterling exchange and the beginning of 
imports of gold may be fairly attributed 
to the accumulating excess of nierclian 
dise exports over imiiorts. to which ;;t 
tention has been repeatedly called, ex 
ports from New York for the past two 
weeks having been 20 per cent lurg er 
and importa here 21 per cent amidler 
than last year. The rapid movement of 
grain and the unusaally early market 
iug of cotton, tend strongly to aid tli< 
banking syihUeate wlii' li has under- 
taken to re^'ulate t'orei^'ri exchantre. 

Speculation has .idvaiieed wheat over 
1 cent during tlu> week, corn a small 
fraetmn and I'otton five-eighths, th 
1)11 IK qui motive jiower being reports of 
injury to growing erojiii. As before, th 
unfavorable accounts respecting wheat 
are in soni" measure <liscredited by the 
continued heavy movement from the 
farms. Western receipts have been 
lu,(',iJ7,137 bushels in the two weeks, 
against 6,780,803 bushels last year 
With prices 8 cents lower than last 
year, such a movement can not be In- 
terpreted as a sign of deficient yield. 
The Atlantic exports for the same 
weeks have been, tlour included, 4,bU;<,- 
660 bushels, against ^,095,233 last year, 
and while the increase is eucoaragiiig, 
it scarcely corresponds with current ac 
counts of deficient yield iu some foreign 
countries. 

The movement of corn continued 
lieavy, althongh the jirice is still so low 
that one wonders M'hy the product is 
put into cars instead of into hogs. 

The aliaiii about the destruction of 
cotton has been most vigorously worked 
hero and abroad, and has readily raised 
the price, although it is yet to be seen 
whether the yield has been so far dimin- 
ished as to warrant a price nearly a cent 
higher than a year ago. 

Some additional heavy failures in the 
lumber trade call attention to the con 
tinning depression which appears to re 
suit, at least in part from expectations 
entertained by many that the unlimited 
increase in new building during the past 
year or two would be permanent. 

The iron and steel manufacture is the 
only continued depression to reiwrt and 
Bessemer pig has sold at $10.40 at Pitts- 
biu-g, while southern iron is offered at 
prices equivalent to |10 at New York 
and nearly all finished products ore be- 
ing sold below the current quotations. 
There is rapid curtailment of prodnc- 
tion, the Illinois Steel company having 
only seven of its 17 furnace at work, 
but in spite of this the supply of fin- 
ished products appear to greatly e.\ceed 
the demand for them. The one bi iirlit 
8i)Ot is a sale of 9,000 tons of steel rails 
to Japan for refitting railways in tliat 
country, which makes an aggregate 
4;i,U()0 tons exported during the year. 

Nothing encouraging can yet be said 
ri'garding the wtM)len manufacture ami 
the demand for goods even at recent re- 
ductions in prices, is still disappointing- 
ly small. Sale.^ of wool at the three 
chief markets have been only 7,670,000 
in three weeks, against 16,(137,200 last 
year and 98,M1,400 in tha satta weeks 

of 1H!I2. 

A heavy auction sale of cotton goods 
broutiht jirices which were considered 
quite encouraging and tlie current de- 
mand is fairly maintained, although 
the mills are not inclined to make large 
contracts for the future in view of tiie 
rise in raw material. In ^I'-iieial, the 
working force for the textile branches 
does not appear to haye increased. 

GEORGE ANDERSON HANGED.

Maoqii, Aug. 99.— George Anderson, 
wlfemurderer, was hanged in jail here 

at 11:30 o'clock yesterday morning, Hi.< 
neck was broken and he was ])i'o- 
noonced dead in 18 minutes. Ho was 
self>pos8essed and marched upon the 
scaffold with a Arm tread. 

On the morning of May 97i this year, 
Anderson killed his wife in a horribly 
brutal manner and attempted to kill 
himself. He stabbed his wife nine 
times in tin) body and throat and then 
crushed her head with a hammer. An- 
derson cut his own throat from ear to 
ear, but not sufliciently so to cause 
death. The couple were married but 
eight months and the tragedy was 
caased by jealousy.

R*p«rU to Beth Headquarters Shew OreaS 
Chauge la SeatinMat. 

WvsiiisGTON, Aug. 22.— Chairman 
B.ibrock tiad a call yesterday from a 
friend who had wheeled all the way 
from t'hica^'i) to New York and tlien 
to Washin^'ton. The young man is a 
son of a Republican leader iu Chicago 
and he took an interest in the political 
situation in the various states through 
which he passed. He told Mr. Babcock 
that he found the Republicans united 
and solid in Indiana. The same con- 
ditions existed in northern Ohio, but in 
the southern part of the state he found 
considerable silver sentiment am 
the Republicans. In Delaware and 
New Jersey the Republicans saiil tin y 
were sure to win.

favorable. 

Secretary (rardner of the National 
Association of Democratic clubs has re- 
ceived applications of membership in 
the national ^association from 34 new 
clubs, Virginia heading the list. 

Each application, without exception, 
is accompanied with the statement that 
the membership includes men who have 
heretofore been identified with the Re- 
publican party. Some of these letters 
also note slight disaffection from Demo- 
cratic ranks, but say it is very much 
less than the accessions. There has 
been a notable increase in the demand 
on Democratic headquarters for litera- 
ture, particularly for Mr. Bryan's New 
York and Chicago speeches. 

New Jersey, Mr. Uardner says, is ac- 
tivelv engaged in the preliminary steps 
of club organisation, the showing in 
Hunterdon and Hudson counties being 
especially strong. 

Many inquiries were receifsd today in 
relation to the St. Louis club conven- 
tion, as to railroad rates, hotels, etc. 
Fully 1.000 clubs, it is stated, will send 
full delegations to this convention. 
Nebraska promises tohaTe represented 
at least 100 dubs. 

Senator Butler, chairman of the Pop- 
ulist committee, says that he has been 
receiving some very favorable reports 
from different states where there nave 
been disagreements between the Popu- 
lists and Democrats as to fusion on 
electors. It is now believed that the 
offer of the Populists in Texas to take 
seven of the l.i electors will be accepted. 
In West Virginia the committees have 
about agreed ujion a division, giving 
the Democrats four and tlie I'opulists 
two electors. It is also stated tliat the 
chances of fusion iu North Carolina 
have improved. 

It was slated ;it I'opulist lieadquarters 
that they believed tlie bi.ilio fusion 
would be arraiitred so .is to give tlie sil- 
ver Kepublieans a share of the dtbees 
and an eijual interest in the cuiipaign.

PTTHIANS' LARGEST GATHERING 



All the Hrigadee In the Supreme Domais 
lnvlt«a to Participate— Twelve Hundred 

Miliprit Out In tlir C'ltrnliig, ICeiidvllle 
aud Hemlock Uletricte— Political Ultciu- 
•ioa Bnd« In • ShootlBB— Other Ohio. 

C'l.Fv i.i,\M>, -Vug. 22.— Arrangements 
are CMiupl' ted for the great encamp- 
ment of the uniformed rank Knights of 
Pythias which begins hi>re today. This 
will be the largest gathering of Pyth- 
ians ever seen in Ohio, if not in the 
country. When the meetings of the 
supreme lodge were tren.-ferred from 
St. Paul to this city, because i.f the rail- 
way comjianv's refusing to make satis- 
factory rates, it was decided to hold the 
encampment of the Ohio brigade here 
in conjunction with the supreme lodge 
meeting and an invitation was extended 
to all the brigades in the supreme do- 
main to participate. It is now assured 
that at h-di,t l."i.i)0O knights in unif irm 
will be here, -1,000 of them being Ohio 
members of the order. 

The encampment is to be held in a 
field at the comer of Payne avenue and 
Perry street, where 2,"i^') tents will have 
been pitched when the eie aniimient 
opens. The encamptiieiit will l.ist dur- 
ing all of ne.\t week. The events of the 
week will be tlie grand parade o:i Tues- 
day, competitive drill on Thursday and 
the awarding of piizes on Friday. The 
supreme lodge will meet on Tue.sday 
next in Pythian temple. The suinemo 
council, the governing body of the uni- 
form rank, will hold an assembly dur- 
ing the encampment on the camp 
grounds. There will also be meetings 
of the two auxilliary Pythian societies, 
the Kathbone Sisters and the h'ythian 
Sisterhood, both of which orders will be 
represented by a large number of dela* 
gates. 

The imperial palace, dramatic order, 
Knights of Khorassen, which is com- 
jiosed of representatives from various 
temples, while not a Pythian order, is 
only composed of Knights of Pythias.

I say tills not in criticism of hi 
but m justice to his iiiorjility 
that it hi', himself, undersloon the inc>vit,i- 
ble cotiseiniencei of tlie doclrilies w lili.'li ho 
preaches that his own hands would be the 
venr llrat to tear down the platform on 
which he atanda. We mu«t all remember 
that lurid rlietorlo which glowed as flori!e- 
ly in the Western skies as that RUliliglit 
which through the jiast week foretold the 
torrid heat of the ensiiliij,' day, ami here 
upon this platform we lind that sane rheto- 
ric as mlUi, as insipid as the waters o| a 
stagnant pool. He is a candidate who w as 
>wept into thu nomination by a wave of 
popular unthuaiaam awakened' by appeals 
tu prejudice uud greed. Ue is a caudidate 
who, di>claring that thia was a revolution- 
ary movement, no sooner found himseU 
fiice to fiice with the American feeling 
t hall lie realued t hat t his soil is not pro- 
pitious to re\oliition, that thi' iieojile of 
this country will not ehtiugt? tlie iiisitu- 
tions which have atood the testa and exjn^ 
rlences of a century for institutions btised 
upon the fautoatiu dreams of Populist agi- 
tators; that the Americivii tiathin will 
never coiisi-nt to substitute for the re]iul>- 
llc of W ii>hingtoii, or .1. Iterseii and of 
Jackson for the rejuililic of an .Vltgeld, a 
Tillman or a liryan.

If the prict) of 
commodltiea bo Incretised aud the price of 
labor be left stationary, why that moana 
the cutting down of tne rate of wagua.

If that means 
anything k nk-ans If the laborer Is willing 
to hav( lus w ag 's cut down he will get more 
Work. Hut a diminution in the rate of 
wages doi's not iiiere.ise the .scope of em- 
ployment.

There can not 
be abundaut product uuleaa labor la ox- 
tonsively eiupiuyed.

It 1 had paid »10 for 10 yards of cloth to 
be delivered to me next week, and in tho 
iutoriiu the government ahould pasa a 
law declaring that hereafter the yard 
mea.suru should conalat of 18 Inchea and 
that all existing oontrocts should be Bot- 
tled In that system of measure, I would 
bo cheated out of half the cloth for which 

I had paid. If, on the other hand. I owed 

II cloth merclmut for lo yaidsof cloth, 
which he had delivered to me and which

.Sow ihe rojiullsts say that th(! creditor 
Is a person who oppresses the western 
farmer; tho creditors of this country aro 
not the baukers, they are uut thu so-called 
capitalists, they aro the laborers and It is 
at the expense of labor thla change is 
mode. Tho laborer la always a creditor for 
ttl least ouu day's work. When any man 
can show m ' a laborer who has been paid 
lu advaiici; for a day's work, 1 will show 
hiuk a laborer who is a debtor. The liv- 
borer by the very law of his being a cred- 
itor for at leaat one day 's work and is geu- 
erally a creditor for a weok'a work or two 
wook'a work. Erery great Induatrlal eu- 
tcrprlao hivs for its chief creditors its own 
laborers. The heaviest account in every 
department of industry, whatever it may 
be, Is always tho wages ivccount. 

Tho pretense that the farmer of Nebras- 
ka Is suffering under the weight of a 
mortgage ouutructed uuder a metal which 
haa ateadlljr Increaaed In value la but a 
Popullatlo metaphor. Two-thirds of the 
farmera have no mortgage debts whatever. 
I do not believe there Is o per cent of them 
that owe a mortgage three years old 
during which time there hi»s been no 
change in the value of the metal. This 
projiosal of the r(]|)ulists Is an Intent to 
enlist the farmer in a uonsplrtMy ro reduce 
the wages paid this labor, tut he may 
have a larger proportion of his own 
l)roduct8, and thuyoru willing to cut down 
the wages of cvory man who works In citr 
les, who toils at the breach, who digs in 
the mines, who manages the train, lu the 
hope that they laii wave into puwor on u 
wave of cupidity and g(Md aWakODed in 
the breast of tho voter. 

But, my friend.s, it Is a triumphant vln- 
dicatiuu uf American elti/.enship that this 
attempt tu eull.st thu farming aud agri- 
cultural members of this community Into 
conspiracy has failed, miserably, utterly, 
absolutely, Kvery estern wstatu whicli 
iu iNtO aud fell Into the hands of the 
Populists and went into the Farmers' 
Alliuuce, btdo.'e tln lr real piirposi s were 
executed, wore purltiod, and the I'op 
ulislio forces scafcetvd out of e^isteuce 
when the farmont uf this country under- 
stood proolsely what the Populists meant 
for his welfare was really lor bia ruin. 
The farmer who, wheu this couutry was 
in danger, shouldered his musket to set It 
aside w hen thi' last ^hot had bi-eu lired on 
t.'ie souiheru Butth'lleld, wliose moden^ 
lion jireveuied the political w.irrlorsat 
\S ashingtuu from pursuing u pulley of 
discrimination and punlabment In the 
southern atatea— that farmer who made 
the policy of tho north a policy of concill 
at Ion. of furglveness, of reunion, whose 
hand it was that made ruin of her cities 
and ashes of her homos, received her once 
more and .said: •Live in peace, and sin no 
more' 

Tiiat farmer today Is the mainstay of 
order and of urupvrtv as he was tlic main 
stay uf thu Union. There was a Popu- 
llstlu delegation from states that were 
Dtmiocratic, but It la a significant fact 
that ev.'ry northern state in which there 
was a , hance of elec:ting a Demoerallt; 
governor, of choosing Democtatlc I'lectors 
with the executions of .Missouri aud In- 

(IJaniv stoo<l boldly nnd llrinly for thf> 
gold standard at Chii^ago an<l tluiV were 
submerg ;d by a wave of I'upulisiii from 
theso.itli. My friends, tlieic has been a 
great c'hange in the D.'iii ic/atli- orgaiii/,i- 
tlon of the southern states. Tlie men who 
from u mlstakeu seiisu uf loyalty followeil 
their states out of the Union, 
whoso gallantry in war, whose 
fortitude in defeat, won the adntiratlon of 
till' civilized world, tho men whose virtues 
cotuiiiaiided the siip))ort of northern jiul)- 
lie opinion in the .ittcnijit to overturn ear- 
pet-bag govenimeiit in the isouthern 
States, the men who led th,'lr peoide 
through all the troubled period of recon- 
atructlon back Into a full union with the 
aister states', these mon— like Hampton In 
North Carolina audCaiTrey iu Luuisiana— 
have beeu swept from power, a now set 
has got Into tlio saddle— a set of leaders of 
which Tilhnan Is the exponent, who bold- 
ly unfurled the sectional lla,' nlChieago 
and declared th.it this Populist movement 
Is a direct movement agalusi the prosperi- 
ty of the oast. 

Men of money, tollers of America, 
guardians of your own homes, will you 
allow ratea of wages to b«' alTected by any 
man who never has palil wages at all If ho 
could get out of it!' Will you submit to 
this eonspii'jvcy lH>tween the professional 
farmers, the farnier.s who cultivate the 
quarrels of their neighbors, farmers who 
labur with their jaws, Populist agitators 
of the weat aud the unrequited slave- 
holders of the aoutbf Thla la a oonsplr- 
aoy botweon profeaalonal farmers who 
want to p,\y 1 )w wages and the unrecon- 
ciled .slaveholder who would like to pay 
uo wr.ges at all. Here Is tho real root «>f 
this conspiraey. Mr. Hryan did not creatu 
It. No ni.ni can create u movement like 
this. 

The forces that created it are active and 
have been working In a thousand differ- 
ent directlona. Mr. Bryan, n presenting 

this theory, is but like a drop of water ou 
the crest of « wave, more conspicuous, but 
no more important, than the millions of 
drops that form its base. The Populistic 
liiovemeut is the attempt of these pro- 
fesaional farmers, of these men who arc 
unwlllins to share with the laborer, to 



appeal to their greea. Be Is an anemy oi 
public good. Hia la an obatMle to pro- 
gress. He la a oousplMtor afalaslk the 
peace and prosperity of the uiduttrlal 

maas<ts of the country. 

I have said that the laborer is tho object 
of this cunspiracv, and ho is, but let nit 
man Imagine if they are succossful ttie In- 
jury would all bo borne by the man who 
works with hla handa. He would be tho 
last to auffer and the last to recover from 
its offecta. But the ahock to civilisation 
which would enaue from auch a breach ot 
publio and private faith would be Irrepar- 
able. Its effect no man could moasure 
from any experience of tho huiilaii race. 
We can not tell to what degree it would 
paralyze Industry. If I wore aakod to de- 
fine civilization I ahould aay it WM "in- 
duatrlal co-oporation." 

Kverythlng that a man does for his own 
benefit acts directly upon tha interasts of 
his neighbors. No man can stand alone 
In a civili/ed community. His Interests, 
his prospects, his fortunes aro to some ex- 
tent shared by his fellows. There Is not 
an ear of corn ripening in tho western 
field that does not aflfect the price of bread 
tu yuu aud to me. Tho farmer who scat- 
ters seed upon the ground, by that act 
starts Into motion the whoola of the fac- 
tory; he sharpens tho tools of the carpen- 
ter; he stimulates the construction of 
railroads: he causes the engineers to pbiu 
new bridges crossing currents, new tun- 
nels under rivers, new canals joining 
oceans and sepitratlng continents. 

If thu furmur did uot work, If the miner 
did not dig In the aubterroanean gallery, 
every other department of Induatry wouiu 
languish, for men would not produce and 
cretitc If thi'y did not aee In Uie industry 
and actlvitv of others a prospect of a de- 
mand for the commodity which they pro- 
duce; and so every man In the world is 
bound closely to the destiny and interests 
of his fellow man. Underlying the whole 
scheme of olvlllxatlon la the confldonco 
men have In each other; confidence in 
their future. It we want sliver coinage 
tomorrow; If we even debase our standard 
of value, men say that still you would 
liavc the same property you have today, 
yuu would atlll have the aame soil, you 
would still hava the aame oontlnont, and 

It Is true. 

But so did tho Indian have tho rivers 
that roll through our oltlea and turn tho 
wheels of commerce as they pass ; the aame 
mountalna pilod full of mineral treaaures 

400 years ago; the same atmoaphero en- 
riched this continent; the same soil cov- 
ered thu llclds; tile saiuu sun shone in 
heaven, and yet there was none but the 
savage pursulug the pathway of war 
through the trackless fureet; and tho river 
bore no single living thing except tho In- 
dian In his oanoa pursuing a pathway of 
destruction.

It U ffom bis idiare 
In this bounty that tho Populist wants to 
exclude tho American worklngman.

t vonts In Poutli Africa. Two whlto men 
In the Hr.tlRh service, ono of thonj n Tcxuh 
cowboy named Burnlmni, stealthily mndo 
their way to the cave In the Matoppo bills, 
where the witch doctor lived, foimd him 
Hbtn, and Bnnham ihot him dead. Then 
the two white men fled for their ItTea and 
V Terj' nnrrowly nrnde their escape. 

ThpFtoryof the killing ia told ivs follows 
by Burnhnm: "Annttrong went straight 
at blm r.Qd said, 'You are the Mlimo 
manf' Be wemed staggered for a mo- 
ment, bat Mid, 'What theitf' So Arm- 
strong told htm wo were white men. and 
we found wo wore no gocnl ngaiiistr tho 
Matabele«. We wanted some of his witch- 
craft to make their Imllcts turn to writer 
when they struck us, just as ho had tinn- 
ed while men's liullets Into water. Wo 
said we had come to pay our re^iio'ts to 
him and give tiio iiresent* that the Kalllrs 
gave, but we wanted a blessing In the 
proper way, with all the ceremony. 

"After a little liesltution he led the way, 
and we followed toward the cave. We \tTi^- 
tended to bo mightily ii; awe of him, but I 
was noting all the signs to stv whether ho 
was tlie right n.an. I had little doubt 
after I first iicco-.ted him. and none when 
we U'gan to ascend the rocks. As we got 
near the cave fill kinds of ceremonies lic- 
gan. At every eiirncr he would stop and 
sway liis hands around, singing a low kind 
of churcli chant. He had a i;lcc voice for 
a nigger, and he kejit Iviwing and crooning 
while we came slowly along lieliind him. ' 

"All till' rocks at the mouth of the cave 
were polished with the wear of agos of feet 



iney were the only class of the people 
against whom Dr. .lames'in had sent fortJi 
a special edict.

They 
l)elie\f that they can iioint unerringly to 
the witches who are InlMctitig evil upon 
them, that they can make rain, bring vlc- 
torj- In b.-.ttleand restore the sick to health. 
These fetich doctors hove tyrannized f)vcr 
the peoplu wKli a rod of Iron. Here Is a 
sptH'imen of their work, of which Mlaslon- 
arj- Carnegie says he WW W asamplMI la 
ono month In lH\tO: 

"A few men have a grudge against some 
one In their town who Is probably richer 
in cattle and sheep than they arc. They 
go to the wltoh doctor, tip him handsomely 
and tell him that there is much sickness In 
their town, people and cottle are dying, 
and snakes are appearing. In short, some- 
body has bewitched the towa The witch 
doctor aiki them wliom thejr aufpeot, and 
they name the man. 

"Then the great doetor visits the town, 
goes through his nonsensical performaneo 
and picks out the poor victim, who up to 
this time la wholly Ignorant of the crafty 
plot. In vain he protaata bis Innocence. 
All are agalnat him, and ha la probably 
kilM and hla pm pi Ha eoallaoatad, or, If 
not, the blaek brand <« the wlaard Is put 
upon him, and hla llfto la oonstantly In 
jeopardy. 

"The Matabalet are eail^ discouraged \ty 
nnfavombia Inddenta alieetlng their su- 
perstttl<»iih An eclipse of the moon has 
been known to take all the heart out of the 
warrlon when about to start on the war- 
path. It la pdaalble that tlio tragic death 
of thtlr moat revend fetich priest may 
make Haa alar to win the war.

Mlinio's o[i|)ortunlty came after the 
king s death. The wily oUI fellow, nuire 
crafty and artful than his fellows, sucewd- 
cd in gaining recognition as the greatest 
fetiehman In the land. '1 In le was no long- 
er a king, and he took the king's jilace as 
a miracle worker and uh r When lie 
went through his perforniancrs with his 
roots, bones, feathers and otlur sacred 
"meilicines, " and declared that the Mata- 
iH'les Would surely vanquish the whites, 
there <'ould be no doubt in themludsof the 
BUiH.-r8tltiouB people that now wai the tlBie 
to regain their Independence.

Chugga and Tababortty An% Among Their 
Favorite Pastime*. 

The first game an Indian boy learus 
ia ohngga. Any number of boys line up 
aurt crouch down with their kiiefs bent. 
Tho boy oa the end shouts "Chnggal" 
aud all start off together. The one who 
goes fa.stestanrt fartht st win.H the game. 
The squatting ixisition of the body must 
bo maintaiued throughout. Walking 
chagga ia verj diiBcnlt, oa it is a great 
strain on the mnsclen of the back aud 
legs. Bopping chupga i9 still more diffl- 
cult. The stooping pntitinii is tho same, 
but only one foot can be usvd. Even an 
expert can rart ly liop cliuggu for l<u.i 
feet without Htoppiug or stumbling. 

After cbugga the Indian boy learm^ 
pawwit This game reqairea all the 
speed and accuracy at his command. 
The pn.at.s, witlj a crn.Ksliar betwi'en, like 
a football goal, are erected in the njn ii 
prairie. The boy.s cut lances of liu koiy 
pfiles about six feet long and sera) i- 
them smootli. Great care is taken t<> 
have tbeae polea well balanced uiul 
straight. About 80 feet in front of the 
goal a lino is drawn. Tlie same distaiiee 
(111 the other side a circle is marked on 
tlu' ground. The boys take turn iii ad- 
vancing to tho Kcratch lino and tlirow- 
ing their lances. Tho pole must pas.« 
over the goal posts, while the boy tuns 
frir>vard and eatohea it within the oircle 
111 fori' it alights. If ho fails tooatch it 
(ir if it alights outside tho circle, lie 
loses a thrfiw. Eadi sueei ssful cafeh 
couut.'^ cue point. An expert pawwit 
player will throw a live foot jxile SO 
feet into A ring five feet in diameter 
and catch it four timea oat of five. 

The most popular game in which both 
boys and girls play is called tabahortty. 
It is a good deal like tlie game called 
Fariu( r brown, which white girls and 
boys jilay together. An Indian boy 
stands with folded arma as a great chit f 
or warrior. The other players move 
around hint iu a circle, chanting aud 
turning around. A girl, then selected, 
moves into the cicole and kneala H his 

fiet. 

Then tlio players change their direc- 
tion, whilo another is selected as a pa- 
poose. This player is usually a small 
boy, who lies flat on hla back at the 

girl's side. Then a boy is colled in as a 

dog. Ho eiiti rs, barking and snapping. 
A girl follows as u c.it, mewing. A coy- 
ote, a white Wolf, a bear, an owl, a 
pony, a uiediciuo man aud many other 
characters are called into the ring until 
the aingers are exhausted. At each call 
tho direction of tho cirolers is changed. 

Then at a word from the boy cliiel 
the players form a circle again, caeli 
iminrsoiiatiiig the character he or she 
was calU d into tho ring to assume. The 
singing, which has hitherto been low 
aud even, becomes high and irregular. 
It continues until tho boy impersonatiug 
tlie chief Steps into tlie ring again and 
(iisniisst s the players one by one. Wln-n 
none IS li ft till' boy cries "Tabalinrtty!" 
which cuds the game. — New ^ork Ko- 
oorder.

panions troiu the avalanches of tho Sierra 
Modre, I decided to visit the hero, to 
whom I had letters of Introduction. 

On reaching the fort 1 found that (ien- 
eral Carson always sp nt liis Sundays in 
attending to his tr;ii ^. u lii. li wore set 
alonu' the stre.-ims for:.o miles tothe north. 

I found Lieutenant Colonel Pfelfer in 
command, and i\ ni TC courteous pontic 
man nevcroccupii il such a ] ■ >iition, Col-i 
nel I'felferwasa Dutchman I'V birth. ha\ 
Ing run away from lloll.ind wtien a boy in 
order to join Kit Carson, of whom lie had 
read so niueh. He had be<'n with the fa- 
mous scout for ■-.'.") years before the war, and 
during this time hail Icarrud hunting and 
Indian lighting .is well as aci|iiired Span- 
ish and a do/cn native dialei'ts. 

Pit itTt r had my horse juit away ,ind then 
told me It Would be imp issiMe to lind the 
animal till the following morning. After 
midday dinner I went down to the sut- 
tier's with the lieutenant colonel, anil in a 
little hack room, provided with all thi- 
creature comforts of such a place. I drew 
many a story from the gallant old soldier, 
among them the following, whicli I nar- 
rate be -ause of its direct relation tothe 
story ti ller himself. 

I shall not attt iiijit to reiiroiliice Colonel 
I'feifTi r s decidi'd accent. Sullice It to say 
that, thisaiiart, he spoke excellent Kngllsh, 
-'Although It Is years ago, " began the 
colonel, "the whole event is tome aa vivid 
as If It occurred yesterday, 

•' Seven y'-ars before this I had married a 
I e;iutiful Mcxiian girl at ."-^.inta Fe and 
moved uji to the A;.'ua Calicnte. wlure I 
had a good farm and considerable stock. 
News had come to ns that the Apaches of 
Arizona, the meanest Indians the devil 
ever let loose totorture the whitenien, had 
left their hunting grounds and were jnov- 
ing uj) In the direction of the ."-'an .Tuan. 

"Kit C'urson, who was then living over 
at Taos with his f.imlly, came gall ipit:;/ 
one morning in liot haste to my ranch, 
aud wltli him were Ouray, chief of the 
Sau Luis Utes, and iisi mounted warriors. 

"You ask nio how Kit Carson and the 
chief looked, but as tliey will both Iki hero 
about supper time you can judge of their 
appearance for yourself. Well, as I was 
saying, I never saw such a troubled look on 
Kit's face before, though I had seen him 
In many a hard plaoe. 

"'Pfelfler,' said Kit tome, 'there's a 
bond of 100 Apaobes at the headwaters of 
tho Conojoa, and if we don't stop them 
right away they'll sneak down the Rio 
Grande and clean out everything In their 
course, tlU they buck up against ^e troops 
from Fort Mamy, and we oan't get them 
out for a week.' 

" 'I'm for heading them oif,' said I, 'but 
it strikes me that otur party la a bit small 
to llok a hundred Apaiohes. I have four 
Mexicans working for me who are good 
brave men and we'll uke them along. ' 

"Kit shook his hmi In bis quiet way 
and said: 'No; leave the Mexicans bock nt 
tho ranch. You know bow it is with tho 
young Apache bucks; they are apt to stray 
away from the main body and at such 
times ore not very tender with helpless wo- 
men and children that come across their 
course.' ' 

"Ouray, who spohe Spanish very well, 
said: 'I have sent runners up to La Loma 
del Norte, where the trllw is now cncamii- 
cd, and they will meet me tonight with 
lUO men, e\ery ono of them eager to get at 
the Apaches. ' 

"Well, to make a long story short, I 
kissed my wife and two children. toM the 
Mexicans, who were good men. wliat tlu y 
must do If the Aj aches ]iut in an .ipiicar- 
ance In tiir absence, and then otT ^\e start- 
ed. 

"We met Ouray 's warriors, loo strong, 
that night on the i'icdra I'intara and resteil 
tillabout an hour before day tlie following 

niorning. for OUT horasawwe pretty well 

jilaycd out. 

■ I here were no better scouts In the 
World than Our.'iy's I'tcs. We had just 
eaten a hurried breakfast aial wi re sad- 
dling up when some of tliein came gallop- 
ing into camp to tell us that the Aii.a' hes 
had taken alarm and were then riding in 
hot haste for the Agua Calleate BUd the 
Hio Oraiide to the south. 

"I felt my hair stand on end when I 
heard this, and tx.-lng lietter mounted than 
the others I refused tho couns-el of Kit and 
Ottcar and oalloped away to the soutt>, fol- 



lowed by tea yooBff Uataa wiMise horaia 

were fro»h. 

"The sun hud dropped behind the Sierra 
Mudie while I «vas yet four miles from 
home. The light, dlroc-tly In front, sect a 
chill through my blood, and my heart for 
the moment stopped Ita beating. I knew 
that uiy home hud been attacked and fired. 

"Although driven to deMperntlon, fa- 
miliarity with diuiger enabled me to retain 
my presence of mind. On the bluifa 
atx)ve the river my Indian oompanions and 
mywlf staked our wearied horses. From 
this point we oould see the burning build- 
logs and tho shadowy forms of the Apaohea 
as they danced about the fire, while their 
shrill, exultant yells went eoholng down 
the valley. 

"The blood that had been so chilled a 
■hort time before now burned In niy velna. 
I felt my eyes were ablaae. I knew it waa 
madness, for I felt my wife and children 
were dead, atlll I could not resist the Im- 
pulse to rush forward ami avenge them 
even though I died In the attempt 

■'I did not think the Utes, thouffh un- 
doubte<Uy brave, would follow me in this 
rei kless charge, hut they did. I hoped to 
surjirlse tho Apaches, but found them on 
the alert A shower of bullets and arrows 
met us as we leaped into their midst, using 
our pistols and then chiblilng our rifles. 

"A (lulek glance showed mo the dead 
body of my wife and the four Mexicans 
lying still and mutilated about Iwr, tolling 
that they had fought to the last In her de- 
fense. 

"One thinks like lightning at su )> 
times. I could not see my children, .md 
I rememlier that I drew someeoiufort from 
the fact that they might still be ;ilive. ."see- 
ing th.it iiothi n^' was to be gained by fight- 
ing the A] aches, who even,' liionu'Iit came 
in thicker sw.irms aliout us, I called to the 
I'tes to follow mi buck to the ditl where 
our horses wer t. But we never reached 
tlie elilT 

"We Were for. ed to stand back to back 
and liirht the howling nioli that hemnu'd 
us in One liy one my com]ianions fell, 
and 1 found myself standingaloiie. It was 
only for an Instant. An arrow pierced my 
ri»jht breast, and the blow of a speur ren- 
dered me tiBcoasoloua and aent me to the 
earth. 

"We Would all have been scali'i d had it 
not biH'ii for Kit and Oiiray, who b.Ml fol- 
lowed close behil.ii 'Ila v did n it st.,poii 
the elilT. but eh.irgi d down ou the Ai'.iches 
and put thein 1. 1 llinht. 

"I was restored to er.nsciousncss some 
time during the night and found Kit bend- 
ing over nie. I did not need to tell him 
ibout my\rlfe, but I asked about the chil- 
dren. 

" '(ine of them," said Kit. 'Is lying be- 
side its mother, and a dying Apache told 
me that your oldest child, Nina, has been 
curried olT. ' 

"If anything could have given me com- 
fort at til It awful time. It would have In-en 
the kno\vlcilt.'e that my ilarlir.j- Nina was 
dc;id IJnt Kit told me to i beer uji. Ho 
had -cut nil -s. tigers to fort Marcyfora 
doi for and tr lops. and he jiUdged me that 
as sooti as it was d;iy he. Ouray and 13 
picked men would pursue the band that 
had carried otT my little Nina and either 
brink' h. r back In mfety or le t return 
t!ien;sehes. 

"Oh, I could liU a book tellijig you 
about the awful time that I'olloweUI 1 did 
i:ot care for tho wounds, but tlie heart suf- 
fering of those days made me an old man, 
though I was not yet 80. 

"Well, KItand Ouray, with the 13 picked 
men, all mounted on the best horses they 
could find, struck the Apache trail and fol- 
lowed it up. Before sunset that night they 
bad crossed tho Great Sierra Modre and 
had come upon the Apaches, encamped 
uiMin a llttlo canyon that runs into the San 
Juan. The red dogs knew that Kit waa 
after them, and this frightened them more 
tlrnn a thousand troopers. Kit saw my 
child crying in the arms of a chief, and, 
putting spurs to his horse, ha rode directly 
ut him and out his head iu two with a 
blow of a short cavalry saher he carried. 

"Kit was my little girl's godfather, and 
when she Saw him she ran. to him and 
ki-ssing hint asked him to take her bock to 
pupa and momma. 

"There wcro enough Apaches thereto 
liavo gobbled up Kit and all his outfit, but 
thi y r;m like dogs, und I am told never 
6t' Piled till they got beyond the Colorado 
Ctii<|ulto in Arizona. 

" That's all. I neetl not tell you that I 
got well, so far as the wounds are concern- 
ed, but my little Nina never recovered 
from the sh(H-k. She is buried over there 
at Taos. Let us drink, comrade, to tho 
memorv- of all the Mdnts. Three of them 
are mine, and they ari' looking for me." 

As a boy I liail re^id so much of Kit Car 
son s s|ileiulid exploits t ;,t 1 pictured him 
as a ] owerf 111 Uiun, c le.ider.i' ly ''mt tt 
feet in height, wifti long l l.u I; l...i;- .and 
be.ini and piercing black eyes, and habi- 
tually ilr.ssed in the plotureaqua coatune 
of a liunter. 

It was after d;irk, .md we had just fin- 
ished sui'iK r in the oilicers' mess at Fort 
Garland, when I'lcilfer, at whos*- right 
liand I was sitting, bert forw.ard and 
wli .^I ered : 

"."-ce' Kit and Ouray have just come 
In." 

I looked toward thi' door, over which a 
lamp swung, and saw ,i ni.an about ,'i feet 
0 inchi'S In height, dressisl iii the CiUnmoii 
blouse and gray shirt of a priv;ite .si'ldier. 
As he advaiiceil in a inodc-it way he re- 
nioveil his liLick slouch hat. and I >jiwt)iat 
his eyes were blue, his scjint hair as f.iir 
us that of a child, and his mustache de- 
cidedly yellow The shoulders were broad 
and thi' chest deep As I sliooli hands 
with (jenoral Carson the old idoul van- 
ished, but the low, gentle voice, the llrm 
moutli and thenuiet beariiii; told me I 
was In the iirescnee of no ordinary man. 

The .iti.er II. .m was Ouray, KtS (.'arson's 
comjiiiniou In his riscue ol little Nina. 

lirfore this I had s< en many Indians 
and supiiosi d that all the tine looking, ro- 
lu.-intie ones were couflutd tu thu pages cf 
Coi)[;er's ri. 11 1. 1 noes, but this waa an excep- 
tion to the rule. 

t>uray stood li feet In height, straight as 
a pine. liis face looked like that of a 
bronzed Roman warrior, and his plctur- 
csijue and ample costume would have de- 
lighted the soul of an artist. 

Years have passed since I heard this Story 
and had this meeting with theso remark- 
ible men. The story I give for the first 
time to tho public. Meanwhile history and 

fame have taken charge of my heroea

It is told of him that after he opened 
at 184 Clark street ho bad above the gam- 
bling apartments u private room of hU 
own. When the ganiw were in full blast, 
beoame down stairt and watched their 
progress. As soon aa be noticed that the 
tables wero losing any oonsldenblo sum of 
money for him be would at once go up 
•tain and change his dothea Thia act, It 
was tuppoied, would ehanga the look of 
the plaoa 

The tluee brothers were big men phys- 
ically, affable, quiet and avflMO to a phys- 
ical encounter with any ona. In atairtlng 
their gambling operatione in Chicago, and 
by which they an popularly suppoeed to 
have realised In the gross at least fS.OOO,- 
OPO, the three brothers divided. Al and 
Jeff opened at 119 Clark street, the resort 
which afterward beoame Varnell's, a gam 
bliug house for business men and the up 
per ten of society. The appointments of 
the rooms wero line, the bar was well 
equipped, and no money was spared in 
providing for the comfort of patrons. 

Ucorgo Hunkins opened in MadiKon 
street a common resort far tho"tiii bucket 
brigade" and the "jjikers. " Up the stuirs 
to the.«e [jlainly furnished rooms, wluTe 
cnii]l'>it was eomiiarutlvoly unknown, 
Wt nt the bricklayer, the yoimg i lerk, the 
carj/cnter, Itie teamster and the boy just 
out ol the high school. Little money wa.s re- 
quired to play, and the chaiiicsof winning 
Were few. It has been chargi^ for years, 
anil not bUi;ces.-.l'iilly denied, that while 
Hnnkins ran this kind of a game there and 
.ifttiTward at 13i ("lark stieet no man 
who ever won f.'io or #100 In the jilaees 
was i>ermitted to jilay iiKain. He was slm 
ply "barred. ' .-"Ui.-h a system as this niudi' 
tiie iiriiflts enoineais, desjiite the trenioii- 
doiih exi« uses )iii urre<l. These espeuses 
in the main. It has been generally lielievcd, 
went to various i;ity adiiilnlstrationH and 
pfjllce oflicials of the early days, who 
winked at gambling when the hitnkiug 
was well paid for. It was the policy of Al 
Hankins and Oeorge V, uuvur to have 
Iroulile with the police. 

They had aoothor i>ollcy which also com- 
mended them to occasional gamblers, and 
that waf of MMUng wiU» loser whlLtiom- 



plalned to them. They tried to avoid law- 
suits for the recovery of money lost in their 
pliM-es, and If th^ could not compromise 
tho chtim with the vlotlB paid him the 
full amount. 

During the first ndminlstratton of Mayor 
Harrison their richest har>-rst is said to 
have twen and the most of the money to 
tutve come in. which enabled Goorge to be- 
come one of the bcavtasi real estate owners 
of the oi^ and Al to open m stock farm In 
Indiana 11 miles from Ohleago whioh Is 
considered to bs a gem. 

Jeff Hankins married Kelllo Hartwell, 
from whom he wai dlvoreed. After the 
divorce was granted she tried to kill her- 
self by Jumping from one of the dty 
bridges of Milwaukee. Al married one of 
the most beautiful women of northom In- 
diana and has a family of children. Ho 
quit gambling as an out and out btisiness 
gome years ago and retired to his Indiana 
farm. This M had stocked with blooded 
horses from Itogland, France and Rui nl^ 
and made it a notable breeding plaos. He 
Is passionately fond of cook lighting, ond 
Chicago sports go to his plaos to see some 
first claits mains. 

Harry Rnmaine was a pupil of George 
Hankins nnd grow up in his emrlnv, and 
finally became a "boss" gambler himself, 
only, like his master, to be raided by the 
l ollce until he was beaten into submlsslou 
and tlieii fail lioth as a gambler and a sa- 
loon keeper. VarncU has gone tho same 
way, and so has nenrly every one of the 
men who 1.") years ago could Ixwist thot 
they controlled the municipal elections of 
Chicago no matter which party wo|l

physicians of Madison eonnty, Ind., a 
wealt liy farmer and an elder In the Seventh 
Day Adventlst church, has resided In 
southeast Elwood for over 50 years, and no 
man in tho county stnnds higher in the 
estimation of those wlio know him than he. 
Dr. El)ert and wife are past 70 years of age. 
and, with a daughter, F.lizn, nnd grnnd- 
dnughtcr, .-^adio t'half.mt, aged 15, reside 
on one of the finest farms in the county. 

For two yi'ars jiast there have been rf- 
I eated att<'ini)ts to murder the entire fam- 
ily, nnd all this tiiiio the family has been 
livinft in d.iily ti rror of their lives. Two 
years ago ;i valuable horse wns poisoned 
u!id a large quantity of nrsenicand stiyih 
nine [ huvd in tlie well. Hyihe merest 
chance Dr. Kbert discovered a small i|Uaii- 
tlty of the (inig where it iiail been sjiiiled 
on t'le platform at the well, and ujion 
analy2lng the water discovered enough 
poison to kill tho whole county. The well 
was cleaned out, and he at onco fixed It so 
that no one could tnm]H<r with it in any 
way without his knowing it, aiai subse- 
quent events provetl it was well that he 
did so. .'Since that timi- tho well has been 
poisoned si.x times, making ?even times in 
about tw') years. All kinds of iwlson have 
Imvi) usoil, strychnine, arsenic nnd paris 
green priilominating. Every morning the 
well has ix-en examined, ami by incn jising 
vigilance Dr. Elx'rt has so .'ar sjived tlie 
lives of himself and family. 

fJo far as ho knows, Dr. Ehert has not 
an enemy in the world. Thus far the case 
has l>aiQcd ail attempts to clear it up. 

Uno morning some weeks ago, when the 
family arcsst ^y found a letter, unsigned, 




Vn. W. H. Kl'.EP.T. 
which had Ix'en .-llpi,ed under tho door, In 
wiiich the writer stated that the grand 
daughter, Sadie Chalfnnt, would lie iiiur 
dereil, ns the writer wns determined to kill 
her, because the girl had incurrcilthe writ 
er's enmity. The letter also stilted that 
the Imrn belonging to Dr. Ehert woulil be 
burned on a certain night. This frightt>ned 
the family gnvitly, and the f.amily were 
armed and preparetl to defend their lives 
and property. 

Neighbors were shown the letter, and 
arrangements were made to capture ony 
person attempting to bum the Imrn, Imt 
at noon on the day prior to the night desig- 
nated In the letttT the barn was discovered 
to bo on lire, and beforu help could arrive 
was destroyed. In a short tlmo after the 
fire was discovered every former in the 
vicinity was on the ground, nnd there, for 
the first tlmo in public, did Dr. Ebert dis- 
close the danger to which ho was subject- 
ed. Tho Indignation was Intense, and all 
present pledged themselves to aid in un- 
raveling the mystery. 

For some time prior to the btimlng of 
the barn cows had been' coming up morn- 
ings from the pastuis nllksd dry, and so 
Dr. Ebert had been loddng them up In 
the bam at night and thmks that this 
inoited ths bomlQg ol tbs bam.

Blaaching the Early Crop With Boards. 
Hoadllag Winter fJelery. 

Celery blanohsd bf boards ean be just 
as brittle^ JtMt M sweet and nutty as 
celery blanched In any other way, and, 

indeed, for tho o.irly crop, which be- 
comes (It for the table in July, August 
and September, wo often have little 
choice, but most look for boards or other 
ways beside earthing vp in Ofdiv to 
blanch the stuff. The early orap. whan 
planted in single rows, blanch with

boards. For the home gardener especial- 
ly this is by far the dmpleat andqaiok- 

est way. 

A few old board.s from eipht to ten 
inches wide and of any length desired 
can always be fonnd or {nrooored easily, 

and all that is necessary to do in order 
to get the celery well blanched within 
from 10 to 20 days is to lay :» line of 
boards on each side of the row and, tak- 
ing hold of the outside edges, rai.<»ethem 
up and lean them against the plants in 
tent form, with Just the top leaves of 
the celery sticking out of and above the 
boards. When the weather is most fa- 
vorable to celery giowth, the pKoutS 
thus covered will blanch in ten d^ys or 
so, when tbey may be taken up for use 
or sale and the bcMurds moved along to 
another part of the patch not yet boiurd- 
ed np and used a second and perhaps 
afterward a third and fourth time. One 
great advantage of board blanching is 
that it allows of muoli closer planting. 

Winter celery, of course, should not 
be fully bleached before it is put into 
winter storage, for the bleaching proc- 
ess helps it along on the way to decay. 
It is sufflcient to make the plants grow 
upright and compact, either by what is 
termed "handling" (namely, packing a 
few haudfulsof earth around each plant 
while all the stems of the plant are held 
closely together with one band) or by 
tying with string, by wrapping paper 
around it, by close plantinp, etc. 

Plants thus grown upright may sim- 
ply be taken up before the first freeze 
up and alood «p oloaaly together in a

as a sponge to hold a store of moistare 
against periods of extreme dryness. If 
the moisture has never bt>en pn sent in 
the sponge, tho desired results are not 
attained. Formerly snbaoiling was un- 
derstood as deep flowing: Now it means 
a deep stirring, disturbing or loosening 
of the under soil (below the plow fur- 
row) withoat lontf&g if t»tt»«aface. 

Profltable Swine. 

At a Wisconsin farmers' club the sub- 
jaot for disonssioa waa how to raise 
hogs with profit It waa made to ap- 
pear that brood sows should be fed 
lightly on nourishing foods — ground 
OBts, bran, a little oilmeal, all mixed 
with ensilage or field cured fodder, cut 
taiy short) or olorer chaff. The whole, 
wall miaed and aaaaoned with salt and 
fed wet, is ' a desirable food. The best 
time for farrowing is in March or April, 
but those who have roomy, warnj and 
well veutiluted stables might as well 
have their pigs come in midwinter co 
as to have ^em ready for market by 
September, as the miufint la vsnally 
firmest during that month. 

To bo profitable, hogs shonld be ready 
for market at 8 or 9 months of age. 
The favorite breed in that locality is 
Poland-China. Clover or alfalfa pasture 
in summer is strongly recommended, 
with a good daed Held for hogs to run 
in. Great care must be exercised in 
feeding young pigs after they have been 
weaned. Fresh skiuimilk and ground 
oats are about the best feeds that may 
be had. Heavy and heating food, such 
as oom or pea% will have a tendency to 
•haek growth, and once in a stunted 
condition no amount of caremriU make 
strong and growing hogs of them. 



For cheapness, durability and neat- 
ness there is nothing better than either 
the smiHjth wire fence or woven picket. 
The end posts are the secret of success. 
These must be aolid, as the strain all 
comes on them. A plan, on which there 
is no patent, is illustrated and described 
as follows by Rural MtW Yorker for 
bracing au end post. 

The end poet should not be less than 
six inches square and eight feet long, 
four teet in the ground. About six 
inches from the end that goes into the 
ground cut two notches, 2 by 4 inches, 
on opposite sides of the post; spiko into 
these notches two 2 by 4 pieces about 
six or seven feet long, and let about six 
iaohes ptodeot ABSt on one side* tbere-

Tlie general testimony of tlioso who 
know most about it from study, observ- 
ation and experience is that loosening 
tbe oompaotadt impenrioos subsoil, say, 
oooe in three years, is in various ways 
biKhly beneficial and a very profitable 
thing to do. This is being demonstrated 
riglit along iu Kansas, Nebraska and 
similar regions whore tho rainfall is 
likely to bo insaflkiient Juft at tba tima 
when growing crops make more nrgent 
demands for a large supply of moisture, 
with which a deei)ly loosened subsoil 
will be saturated and have in reserve 
from periods of heavy rainfall. Tho 
deep loosening also enables the plant 
roots to readily penetrate much more 
deeply to atiUae sooh moistiue and tbiu 
be away from the too diy surf aoe, where 
they may bo injured by parching heat 
and likewise liy wounds from cultiva- 
tors run too deeply. 

Of course, if laud is subsoiled in the 
spring and there is not sufflcient rain- 
fall afterward to thoroughly saturate it, 
the results fbr that season may not be 
Rt all satisfactory. If iu a given season 
a dry wiil is made drier by deep ItKisen- 
ing, the outcome for that season will bo 
disappointing. This suggests the great 
desirability of doing the work in the 
fall, in order to oooaarre the rains and 
melting snows of Winter and early 
spring.

maiuder on the other side. Dig the hole 
four feet deep and long enough (paral- 
lel with the fence) to admit of the 
scantling, with the long ends of the 
scantling from the fence. Qet a largo 
bowlder, the larger the better, and place 
on till so scantling, fill up with dirt and 
tramp well ; also put iu a brace parallel 
from t!ie first to the second posts. In the 
cut a designates the scantling, b the 
bowlder, o the brace, d the ratchets on 
the post to hold the wires. End posts 
braced in this manner cannot give the 
least bit. 

Top Draasing la Sammer. 

There is little dangerof loas fMm top 
dressing grass lands, even in hot sum- 
mor weather. The manure simply dries, 
and that prevents its decomposition. 
But it acts aa a mulch, und this keeps 
the soil beneath it moister. Whenever 
raina oome the particlea of manure are 
washed into tba soil, and when the 
manure is thoroughly soaked, as it is 
sure to be in fall or winter, part of its 
substance is washed out and mixed with 
the soil. This occurs much better ou tho 
surface than it does if tho mauaro is 
plowed under. In fact, we donbt wheth- 
er plowing under manure is ever an 
economical method of applying it, 
though when ooarso manure i.s used in 
spring it is uudouLteilly more cunveu- 
ient to plow under thou to spread it ou 
tho surfaoe after plowing. 

On graaa land tbe nanura oan be 
drawn at anytime, and after the haying 
is completed is as good a tiino as can bo 
desired. Then; is very littlo ammonia 
lost when iu contact with tho soil or 
partially covered by tbe growing second 
crop of grosa If tbe graas land la to be 
plowed for hoed orops next season, the 
earlier the manure is applied as top 
dressing tho more effective it will be. 
Every farmer has some manure that ac- 
cumulates around stables or iu the barn- 
yard iu summer, aud it certainly will 
not wastu more spread ou the laud than 
it will if left exposed in the barnyard, 
where all Ita leaohings will bepracti- 
oally wasted. — American Oultivator.

CHAPTER XIV. 
It is a little odd, but it is trao, that 
Edward III wai crowned at 14 and 
manrled 15 jmh of ifn PrlnoM in 
thoM dajB were alBaaceA aa soon as 
they were weighed and married before 
they ffot their lyrs (jjhh, thmisjh even 
yet tlii-re arc iiiiiny pcoplu who do not 
H'-t till ir ( yi M oix'iicfl until of ter mor- 
riugo. Ed w ord married Philippa, daugh- 
ter of the Oonnt of EUnMUt, to whom 
he had been engaged while teething. 

In 1898 Mortimer mixed up matten 
with the Scots, hy which ho relinqnish- 
ed his chiiiii to Scotch lioiiiage. Being' 
still the geutleinuii friend of IsaWllii, 
the regcut, ho liad great iuflueuce. He 
assumed, on the ratification of the above 
treaty by parliament, the title of Earl 
of March. 

The yonug prince rose to the wcasion 
and directed si vt ral of liis nobles to 
forcibly driiK the Earl of March from 
the apartments of the guilty pair, ivud 
in 1330 ho became the Earl of Double 
Quick March — a sort of forced March— 
toward the gibbet, where he was last 
seen trying t<i stand on tin Eiiglisli cli- 
mate. The (juien was kept in close con- 
flnomont during the rest of her life, and 
the moruing papers of that time con- 
tained nothing of aiooial aatazengaid- 
ing her doings. 

The Scoti, nnder David Brace, were 
defeated at Halidon Hill in 1,383, and 
Bruce fled to France. Thus again, under 
a vassal of thv English king, Edwiml 
Buliol by name, the Scotch crooked the 
reluctant hinges of the knee. 

Edward now claimed to be a more di- 
rect heir through Qneen Isabella than 
Philip, the cousin of Charles IV, wlio 
occupied the tliroiie, so he procee<led to 
vindicate hinist lf against King Philip 
in the usual way. He destroyed the 
French fleet in 1840, defeated Philip, 
thongh with inferior nnmben, at Crecy, 
and demonstrated for the first time that 
oannm ooold be used with injwiou re- 
snlts on the enemy. 

In 1340 the Black Prince, as Edwartl 
was called on account of the color of 
the Russia iron used in making his 
mackintosh, may be said to have com- 
menoed Us brilliant military earner. He 
captored Calais, the key to France, and 
made it a flonrishing English city and 
n market for wool, leather, tin and lead. 
It Ro continued for 200 years. 
The Scotoh oontideied this a good

The next year the BLick Prince scut 
18.000 man into the heart of France, 
whete tiNj met aa army of 60. OOO. and 
the English gcawal offered all his con 
auests cheerfolly to John for the privi 
legfs of rsriming to Kngiaud, hut Jolin 
overstepped hiniwlf by dcmauding an 
onoouditional surrender, and a battle 
followed, in which the French were 
irhlpped oat of their boots and tlM king 
captured. We should kam from this to 
know when we have enough. 

I'bid battle wa* memorable becaose 
the English loss was mostly confined to 
the conmiou soldiery, while among the 
French it was pecnliarly fatal to the 
nobility. Two dnkes, 19 oonnts, 0,000 
men at arms and 8,000 infantry wore 
killed, and a bobtail flush royal was 
found to have lj«'en bagged un prismiern. 

For four years John wa-s a prisoner, 
but well tn^ated. He was then allowed 
to resume his renovated throne, bat fail- 
ing to keep food hli promises to the 
English he came back to London by 
request and died there in 1804. 

The war continued under Charles, 
the new Fi-euch monarch, and, thotigb 
Edward waa an M» and conrteons foe.

in 1370 ho became SO irritated Ix c.iusc 
of the revolt of Limoges, notwithstand- 
ing his fbrmer kindneM to its people,

Th(> Black Prince fought no more, 
but after six years of illness dit d in 
rSTC), with a good rccnrd for conr;\ge 
and statecrr.ft. His father, the king, 
sur^-ived him only a year, expiring in 
the sixty-fifth year of his age in 1877. 

English literatore was encouraged 
during liis reign, and .Toliii Wj-ciif, 
Gowi r, Cliaucer and other men who.-se 
genius greatly outstripped thi ir orthog 
raphy wi-ro seen to flourish some. 

Edward III was saccccded by hia 
grandson, Richard, and war with 
France was maintained, thongh Charles 
the Wise lu 1(1 his own with the aid of 
the Scotch uiub i- Robert II, the lirst of 
the Stuarts. 

A heavy war tax was levied per cap- 
ita at the rate of three groats on male 
and female above the age of 15, and 
those who know the valne of a groat 
will admit tliat it was too much. A dam- 
sel named Tyler, daughter of Wat the 
Tyh r, wtus so binlly treatt d liy the as- 
sessor that her father struck the officer 
dead with his hammer in 1.881 and

time to regain their independence, and 
David Brace took charge of the enter- 
prise, but was defeated at Neville's 
Cross in 1846 and taken pri.soner. 

Philippa here distinguishwl hersfdf 
during tiie absence of the king by en- 
cooraging the troops and making a tell- 
ing equestrian speech to them before 
the battle. After the capture of Bruce, 
too, Rlie repaired to Calais, where she 
prevented the king's disgnucful execa- 
tiou of six respectable citizeus whO had 
- been sent to sui'rrudi r the city. 

During a truce between the English 
and French England was visited by the 
black death, a plague that came from 
Asia anil bad«^ fair to depopulate the 
couutry. Loudon lost 50,000 people, 
and at times tht re wt re liardly enough 
people left to bury the dead or till the 
fields. TbiM contagion occurred in IS 40 
and even attacked the domestic animals. 

John having suooeeded Philip in 
France, in 1350 Edward nuule luiother 
effort to recover the French tliroue, but 
ao mooaioh of qtlrlt cane to have his

year the rebels broL(> into the city of 
London, burned the palaei s, plundered 
the warehoDsea and killed off the gen- 
tlemen wherever an alibi could not be 
established, winding up with th(> mur- 
der of the archbishop of Canterbury. 

During a confen nee with Tyler tlie 
king was so rudely addressed by Wat 
that Wuhvorlh, mayor of London, struck 
the rebel with hii iword, and others 
dispatohed him before he knew exactly 
Wat was Wat. 

Richard, to quiet this sfonn, acci dcd 
to the rebel demands until he could get 
his forces togethiT, when ho ignored hia 
promises in a right roy&l manner in the 
same rear. One of these oonoeasiona was 
the aholition of slavery and the novel 
use of wages for farm work. By his fail- 
ure to keep this promise serfdom con- 
tinued in England 400 yt ars aflenvard. 

Richard now bitame un]>opular and 
showed sigu.9 of worthlessness. He ban- 
ished his cousin Henxyaud dispawew 
ed him of hia estates. This, of course, 
irritated Henry, who entered Engliui'd 
while the king was in Iroiaud, and liis 
forces were 8000 Joined bgr M^OOO male- 
conteuts. 

Poor Richard wandered away to 
Wales, where he was in constant dan- 
ger of falling off, and aftor living on 
chestnuts lmock( d from the high trei s 
by means of his .see pter he returned dis- 
gusted and took up his (juaitets in the 
Tower, where be died of starvation in 
1400. 

Nothing con be more pathetic than 
the picture of a king crying for bnuid, 
yet willing ciuuiiromise on tarts. A 
frieiulli ss ki)*g sitting on tlieluird stone 
tioor of the Tower, afti r years BjM'nt on 
board of an elastic tlir^.e with rockers 
under it, would move even the hardened 
historian to tears.

Mrs. James Brennan of North Syd- 
ney, N. S., has been for the past 
ten days in Oakland, Cal., where nho is 
superintending the fitting out of the 
schooner Meridian, which has been 
chartered for her by a San Franoiaoo 
ship agent before she left her home in 

the province. When the schooner is 
ready for sea, Mrs. Brennan will occu- 
py the cabin, and the Meridian will be 

at her dipposal for a period of three 
months, witli an option of a further pe- 
riod of six months. 
The Meridian is not a yacht. 
Mrs. Brennan is not a yachtswoman. 
She has UP'.-er been at sea in tier life, 
and. although she has been married to 
two different seafaring men and out- 
lived them both, she is a demure little 
old lady, who looks as if she had lived 
an old maid's life in a fjuiet country 
village and iifver net n anyone more ad- 
venturous than the (duntrj- parmm. 

And yet Mrs. Brennan is going to try 
to effect a landing on Cocos island, a 
little shell of volcanic rock about 600 
miles southwest of Panama, an island 
inhabited only by hi'rds of goats and 
known only as liaving l ef n at ( ne time 
u watering >tatH' ii for ir^outh sea 
whalers. Mrs. Brennan is g<nug there 
to find some treasure which she knows 
was there 04 years ago and which she 
has ewry reason to believe has not since 
iieeii removed. The oiil lady ha; no rea- 
son for making any iiiy.'.iery iib< ut her 
plans, except, of coui.^e. as to th" pre- 
cise spot on the island in which tlio 
treasure lies, as it is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that there is a great 
deal of gold hidden somewhere on tlie 
island, and cxti nsive esc;.vnti'MH hiive 
from tinu" to tiino he( n made by .search- 
ers who hojA-d tliat chane<t would >;ui<le 
them to the cache, of whic h Mrs. Bren- 
nan knows the exact location. 

Most expeditions in search of troasuro 
are organized by mere dreamers and en- 
thusiasts and not a few of them by 
skillful swindlers. lJut Mrs. Brei;iia:i, 
who is inv( sring no money l)ut her own 
in the venture, certainly seems to he a 
woman of strong common .st'n.>^e, and tlu' 
stoxy of the treasure, as she herself tells 
it, is very much more simple and direct 
than are the narratives wliich foria th.^ 
stock in trade of the comuionnui of ail- 
venturers. 

Mrs. Brennan was married for tlic 
first timu iu IbiH to John Keating of 
St. Johusb N. F., a seafaring man, 
who died in 1889. Before he died he 
gave her a marked map of the island 
and told her a story of bis own connec- 
tion with the treasure. In June, is:;."), 
Keating was ship's carpenter of the 
iose Blanche of St Johns, then load- 
ing in Rio Janeiro for home. A man 
who looked like a tramp came out from 
behind a pile of boards on the wharf 
one morning and asked Keating if tho 
Hose Blauclie unuld like to ship anoth- 
er hand, lie was, ho said, an able sea- 
man and hivl been trying to do bome 
trading on his own account in the 
Yguaasu oonntiy, but had been robbed 
and made his way to the coast with 
great dlfBculty. Keating ut one© as- 
sumed that the man was a deserter 
from soi'.ie other ship, if iiotlung wor.se, 
but as two of tlic crew of tlie Rose 
tilaucho hud run away at Puerto Segu- 
ro ho told the man to wait until Cap- 
tain Humphries came on board. He 
gave Thompson, as the stranger called 
iiini.'^olf, souuahing to eat, and latt r in 
the day found the captain very girid to 
add one to his depleteil complement 
Thu Rose Blanche sailed the next day, 
and aa she made her northing Thomp- 
son, who hod contracted a fever while 
tramping down to the coast, was com- 
pelled to take tu his berth. Kt-ating, 
who was a good uatured young fellow, 
did what he could for the sick man, 
who made loud protestations of his 
gratitude and talked vaguely about a 
great rewaid which Keating might hope 
to reap for his kindness. When the 
Ros(! Blanche reached St. Johns, Thomp- 
son said he would like to find l)oard iu 
some (juiet place where he could regain 
hia streugth before going to sea again, 
and Keating said his mother would be 
glad to take in any well oonduoted man. 
Upon this Thompson said that he was 
not iO poor as he hxiked, and showed 
Keating some old goldpieces, which ho 
carried in u belt couoaalad bOBOath hia 
tattered clothing. 

At Mrs. Heating's Thompson grew 
loddenlyworae, and it waa when he was 
about to die that he told John Keating 
the story and gave to .Tohn Keating the 
map, which Keating iu tarn, when it 
came hi.s time to die, eommuioatod to 
his wife. 

The story aa Thompson told it begins 
with the TOjage of the aohooner Mary 
Dear, oommanded by Captain William 

Thompson, which sailed from Lima on 
the 83d of November, 1820, bound for 
the Galla]jagos islands under chartt r to 
tlieKpanish government, which was then 
at war with the revolted coUmy of Pe- 
rn. The Mary Dear, although Captain 
Thompson wai acting as sailing master, 
was under the control of a young Span- 
ish naval officer, who was accompanied 
liy a guard of 12 marines from a Span- 
ish man-of-war. The sclux>ner was 
manned by Thompson's own crew. On 
the 7 th of December tbo Maiy Dear 
MMhoced oS Oocos island. Why slie 
went to Ooooa instead of th^taUtfa- 
goAislAndtaadhowthd SpanlKlVeer 



and the 13 marines disappeared from 
the narrative Mrs. Brennan aays^she 
does not Icnow. Apparently Thompaon 
slurred over tfai* part of what he told 
Keating At any rate, when the law- 
fully con^tifut«l authorities v:uiish 
from the narrative there appear six 
■tic sn of inestimable treasure, which it 
I no doubt intended to conceal on one 
the ttallapagoa lalai)ds. And these 
Thompson and Uia orew boried on Oo> 
cos Island. 

In th.) courw of the long continued 
struggle (x'tweeii the .Spanish and the 
Peruvian colonists auv records r)r docu- 
ment-! bearing on the case would un- 
doubtedly hava been loat, and it ia im- 
possible now to say wHether the g<dd 
belonged to the Spanish government tr 
to some private citizen wliu had pro- 
cured a naval guard to •■uperinteiid its 
traiisjiortation to tlie (iali.qiagos islands 
and its concealment there. In either 
case it would now be impossible for tho 
original owneri to prove their property, 
and the preaent government will not, 
Mrs. Brennan thinks, give her any trou- 
ble. 

It is a strange undertaking for a re 
spi ctable little old lady, with side 
combs and gray curls aud gold bowi d 
spectacles, this search for buried gold. 
But if there are blood stains on the bags 
wliich hold the coins, or skulls of inur- 
deri'd nu ll lying hidden with the lir;,>j 
bound chests, Mrs. I'-reiinan has ii^ t!i 
ing to do with the lawless past, of wliii h 
no witni^Bos remain. She wants the 
money if she can get it aa earnestly and 
as simply as she wants the money f < ir 
tho crop of p.ntatces on lier little farm 
three mil 's from Nurili .Sydney, N. «.

Babbage's calculating mncliine would 
^■quire a whole volume to do its mar- 
rt lous history anything like justice. In 
the year IHIU Babbage really commenced 
operations by taking a cumber of wheels 
to a wheel cuttt r at Lambeth to have 
ilic teetli cut in tlum. Toward the eml 
of July, 1 the inventor commenced 
upon the difference engine, aud he 
worked on it for four years regularly, 
with tho result that, in October, !>••,':, 
he had sp«\ut £3,475. The very lir-t dif- 
ference engine made, Ikavi ver, wa-^ put 
together beiweeu the year lb20 and 
June, 1 H92. It consisted of from six to 
eight figures. A larger aud more per* 
feet machine was afterward commenced 
in 1828 for tho government. Tho latter 
was to have six orders of differences, 
each crnsistiKg of al out -JO placi s of 
figures. It was al-e inteiidi d lo print 
the tables it comiiut. d. In is'j; Bab- 
bage's w ife di( (1, and lie was advised to 
travi 1 on tlie continent, being in a low 
state of health. Ho left the drawings, 
however, in order that the work might 
hi carried on in his absence, ai^l lie aNo 
gave his liankc r iiiftnu't ions to advance' 
11,000 while he was away. In the lie- 
giuniug of 1621) the government direct- 
ed the Royal society to inquire into the 
machine, and tlie administration also 
directed that a fireproof building should 
be constructed in East strei t. Manches 
ter .sijuare, clo.se to Hal liage's house, 1 
Dorset Htreit, in wliieh it was intended 
to place the machines when finished. 
One day ( arly lu 1888, finding ho could 
no longer make payments in advance, 
Babbage informed the engineer in 
charge of the works th:'.t in future lie 
would not pay liiia until mom y was 
rect ived from the treasury. Tin reupon 
the nit chanioiau struck work and dis- 
mi>s( d liis men. One of these, in receipt 
of 2 guineas a week, was afterward the 
famous engineer, Sir J. Whitworth. 

Babbage's troubles had just com 
menced. His best draftPinaii cimie to 
him one day aud said he h;.d just re 
ceived a temiiting ( ft'vi from the French 
gi ivt innieiit. when upon his tortured 
employer had to give him a substantial 
iiK rt ase of salary in ordrr to retain his 
servicLS. After the strike of the invent- 
or's men years of delay ond anxiety 
followed. B.ibl age applying rep, at. dly 
to the govi Miiaeiit for its decision upon 
the ,-iil ject, but in vain. Notwithstand- 
ing i hat the diHemice engine was sus- 
pi luled, this indomitable man still con* 
tinned his inquiries, and. having dis- 
covered principles of far wider extent, 
he ultimately embodii d them in the 
analytical engine. Both maehims can 
be seen on application at the South 
K( nsiiigton museum. For upward of 20 
yi ars Babbage maintained, in his own 
lioufie and virtually at his own expense, 
un elaborate establishment for carrying 
out his views. He diid at his Lni'idon 
house on Oct. 18, 1S71, and Sir li.il irt 
I'eel adniittid to the liousi ut eoiuiudiis, 
in March, is4;i, that, although flT.UOO 
had been spent by tin government on 
tlie machine, Babbage himself had never 
received a shilling. 

And yot the invention was not wholly 
valueless. An eminent and wealthy 
manufactui-er of Muiiehester came tc 
London and saw this machine, and, on 
inspecting closely, he found iik chaiiical 
contrivances which ho subseijuently in- 
troduced with the greatest advantage to 
bis own spinning mochiucry. Of course, 
even after tho machine had been defi- 
nitely east adrift ly the ^-ovi rniiu nt, a 
vast amount fif inten st was taken in it 
by the public. .Many members c f hoth 
houses of parliament were vi i'y fond of 
putting puerile (jui stions to the in- 
ventor. "Pray, Mr. Babbage," cried 
one of the ancient dandies, "if you put 
the wrong figures into tlie m.tchine 
would thi> right answers come out ?" 

The fame of Bahliage's calculating 
madiiiie sjiread to tiie ends of the earth. 
Count Strzyelecki once fold Babhage 
that the Chinese inquired after it. The 
guileless Celestials were anxious to know 
whether th< machine could be carried 
in the po( ki t. The Inventor assured 
them, however, through his ( xcelleiicy, 
that "it was csseiitiallj' an out ( f p.ix ket 
machine. " 

Tho difference engine was not exhib- 
ited in 1861. Its loan was refused to 
New York and also to the Dublin exhi* 
bition of 1847. It wns, however, exhib- 
iti d in the i .\hibitioii of is(j2, but space 
for its drawings was refused, and that 
the rtulhoritii'S Jiad a lowoiiiiiioii of the 
thing will bo evident fnmi the fact that 
payment of 6 shillings a day for a coin- 
petent person (formerly Babbage's seo* 
retary) to explain the mechanism was 
refused by the commissioners, (iem ral 
Bahhage, the inveiifi.ir s son, assuieil m*.- 
that Wt Uingtou, when jireiiin r, went 
to Lambeth to personally iusjiei t tlio 
uiachino. and. having seen it at work — 
for it is quite perfect iu its way — he di* 
reoted the oliauoellor of the exchequer 
to arrange further grants, his idea be- 
ing that tho calculating part should btj 
finished hist, in order that then nii;.'ht 
be souietJiing of real value to show to 
parliament in return for the moiu y of 
the nation, (iiencral Babbage further 
HBSurea<me that when the machine wac 
abandoned it could, in his opiuioo. have 
luen entirely completed ror CSOO.— 
btrand Magaaine.

In the laat oentory Bottari, 
having read about it in Vaaari, set to 
work to find it, and at last got into it 
thiouKlt the window which looks upfiii 
the ro'if of the .^istiuo cliapel. il 
story, which is undoubtedly true, gives 
au idea of the vastuess of tho palace, 
and certainly saggeata the poaaibility of 
more forgotten treaaues of art shnt up 
in forpitten rooms. 

One other such at least there i.s. Higl 
np in tlie Dorgia tower, above the staiizi 
of Raphael, is a suit of rucims one*.' in- 
habited by Cardiual Bibbieuu, of the 
Chigi family, and used aince then by 
more than one aaaiatant aeoretary of 
state. There ia a small chapel there, 
with a windcyw looking npon au inner 
court, which was once tin- luxurious 
cardinal's bathroom, and was b<'auti 
fully iiainted by Raphael in fresco, with 
mythological subjccta. In 1885, accord 
ing to Crowe and Oavaloaaelle, Paaaa 
vant saw it as it had origiually be«u, 
with the frescos, though much damaged, 
still U'autiful, and f lie marble bath still 
in its place in a niche painted with 
rivi r gods. Iu one of the vaticau's pe- 
riodical fits of prudery the frescoes 
were completely hidden with a wooden 
wainscot, the bathtub was taken uway 
and the room was turned into a chapel. 
It is believed, however, that the jiaiut 
ings atill exist behind their present cov 
ering.— J*. Marion Crawford in Oantniy.
